time if a person was served with 
a summons stating that he must 
answer within 10 days, he stuck 
it in his pocket and did nothing 
until a few days before the next 
term of court and then he began 
thinking about seeing a lawyer. 
Today, under the new rules, if 
you are summoned and the sum¬ 
mons states that you must answer 
within 20 days, it means just 
that. You cannot wait until the 
next term of court before answer¬ 
ing or seeing a lawyer. If the 
person served with a summons 
waits longer than the time stated 
in the summons before he sees 
a lawyer, he is liable to find that 
the other party has already se¬ 
cured a judgment against him. 

There are many other changes 
that have been made, and there¬ 
fore if you are served with a 
paper by the sheriff or through 
the mail, you should act prompt¬ 
ly and within the time stated in 
the paper. You should never just 
stick it in your pocket and wait 
till the next term of court. By 
seeking qualified advice promptly 
you will save yourself both time 
and money.

County officials last Thursday 
secured the last deeds for rights- 
of-ways for the Rockhouse road 
and a 4.2-mile sector from Mat¬ 
thew post office to Logville and 
on into Magoffin county will be 
advertised for bidding at the first 
letting in August, Raymond Gose, 
area engineer, reported this week. 

The sector will be advertised 
for grade and drain and traffic 
bound limestone surfacing, Gose 
said.

364 which already has been 
built from. U. S. 460 near Cottle 
to Matthew. The new contract 
will extend from Matthew up 
Rockhouse Creek to Logville and 
on into Magoffin county to near 
Wheelersburg. The road is known 
as the Elam Store-Magoffin line 
road.

TOMATO BLIGHT 
SPREADING FAST 


Tomato blight is spreading rap¬ 
idly throughout Morgan county 
this month due to the wet weath¬ 
er. This disease is recognized by 
the leaves turning brown and 
then decaying. 

To control this disease, it is 
best to prevent it from entering 
the patch by spraying the plants 
twice a week with 2 tablespoons 
of 45 percent or stronger wet- 
table capper or zinc materials 
during the wet season, and one 
time a week thereafter as long 
as the plants are still bearing to¬ 
matoes. Due to hard rains that 
may wash this spray off, the dis¬ 
ease may occur. It is recom¬ 
mended to continue spraying if 
your plants are attacked with the 
same recommendations as above. 
This will help to control the 
spread of the disease, and the 
plants may recover when dry- 
weather occurs, an^j produce a 
crop of tomatoes. 

The tomatoes that have been 
sprayed should be washed thor¬ 
oughly before they are eaten. If 
this practice is observed it is 
safe to spray the tomatoes the 
day they are eaten.

We have talked a good deal in this country 
in religious realms about holiness. The word 
itself is its own explanatory approach.

he could muster in his faith 
that God did not answer; that is one of the defin¬ 
ite promises of God that “the day that you come 
to me you will be found of me; if you give me 
your whole heart you will be found of me and 
if you seek me you will find me.” These are the 
promises—that the person who comes to God 
shall find this force of God by His own presence 
and spirit to give him health of mind, the outlook 
on the present, and the hope for the future, 
which is an extremely necessary thing for peace 
and happiness in their own life. 

May I tell you what else it does for us. You 
know in the physical realm we are always work¬ 
ing with our children. The doctors have learned 
a lot of things to stem the approach of disease 
and they immunize our children against them. 
They give them all kinds of injections and they 
have just about stopped many of these children's 
diseases because they have done that. Now that 
is a law that medical science found, discovered, 
and profited by. In the spiritual realm, in the 
mental and spiritual forces of life, religion is an 
immunizing force against the encroachment of 
the evil things that destroy man's mind and 
spirit. If we are strong in body then germs have 
a terrific time attacking us. They fight but the 
resources are too much for them. The physically 
strong man immunizes himself because of his 
strength against many diseases. The spiritually 


strong person does the same thing. He is the 
one that is able to stand against the temptations 
of the day. The temptations fall by his side like 
so many thousand small matters because he has 
built up strength by faith in God and by the 
presence of His spirit to stand “against the wiles”, 
as Paul would say, “of the devil.” And, my 
friends, you and I know that every single one of us 
must cope with these things. We were born into 
a world that we are inclined by some reason we 
are not able to explain to yield to these things 
that are not good for us. Even from childhood 
we are disturbed by these things and up to the 
day we leave this world perchance we will have 
to contend against them. You and I know this 
and we fight against these things in every way. 
We do not want to be destroyed, nobody wants 
to go down in defeat, and yet by careless, 
indifferent attitudes toward life we build no 
resistance. 

You ask me—what does a religion do for me? 
It is indescribable. A man who is healthy in his 
mind and spirit because of attachment by devo¬ 
tion and love and cultivating his faith—that 
brings to him the kind of outlook on life that 
makes him able to enjoy it; beauties for which 
he never did pay a dime, his own inner spirit 
rejoices in the beauties of the setting sun, the 
painted landscapes, or the shimmering waters. 
He rejoices in the clatter of little feet, he re¬ 
joices in the good of mankind. The world is 
filled with it but he must be in condition of 
spirit to enjoy these things or else they go un¬ 
heeded. What else does it do? It makes me 
know how to be good to my fellow man and to 
enjoy and rejoice in the success. It makes me 
able to stand against the challenge of death 
itself, which all of us know there is no chance 
to evade. By that faith and the anchor we have 
in this religion that is revealed to us in Christ 
we are more than conquerors of all the enemies 
of body and soul. Claiming religion does not 
necessarily mean you have practiced it but every¬ 
body that you ever knew who put it into living 
will tell you that without it man cannot really 
live, that without this knowledge of the eternal 
things man is defeated. 

You and I today must bring all that we have, 
anchoring our faith in God, turning our attention 
to the lives around us and to the people that we 
know, and to our religion as the life giving force, 
the healing element that makes us strong, and 
we become strong in the Lord and in the power 
of His might.

PLAN TO SOW FESCUE 

The Kentucky 31 fescue asso¬ 
ciation says the recent drought 
proved that fescue provides pas-, 
ture even in dry seasons.

Plan now 
to start some fescue in August, 
when it can be sowed in standing 
com, or in specially prepared 
seedbed. Sow 10 pounds or more 
an acre plus two pounds of la- 
dino clover.

FRANKFORT, Ky., July 5— 
Motor scooters and motorized bi¬ 
cycles are required to have license 
registration plates. Assistant At¬

They laid the first egg 
June 8 at the age of four months 
and one day. On July 7 they laid 
21 eggs. They were fed growing 
mash until about July 1 when 
laying mash was gradually added 
to the feed. The laying mash is 
15.5% protein and whole grain 
will not be used. Pellet feed will 
be fed late in the afternoon to 
encourage them o eat more and 
mature their body weight. Feed 
and clean water are kept before 
them at all times.

Cost of Living Hits Peak 

WASHINGTON, D. C„ June 23 
—Cost of living hit a new high 
for 1953 in May. The Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said cost of living 
had increased to 114 percent of 
the 1947—49 average on May 15, 
which is just three-tenths of one 
percent below the all-time record 
set last November. The May in¬ 
dex was 9 percent higher than a 
year ago and 12 percent above 
June 1950, just before the Korean 
war started. Food prices rose one- 
half of a percent from April 15 
to May 15.

Parcel Post Rates Upped 

WASHINGTON, D. C„ June 17 
—The Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission today authorized a 36 per 
cent increase in parcel post zone 
rates. 

The rate advance is to be ap¬ 
plied in a date fixed by the Post 
Office Department. The increase 
is expected to add slightly fnore 
than 150 million dollars to 
charges for handling packages in 
the postal service. 

Parcel post zone rates cover the 
vast bulk of the package mailing 
service used by the general pub¬ 
lic.
